2.40(b)(2) Attending Veterinarian and Adequate Veterinary Care.,..each dealer shall establish and maintain 
programs of veterinarian care that use appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and 
injuries (DIRECT) 

You failed to provide veterinarian care for the following animals: 

- a Papi I lion (#97) had protruding right eye with a pink center, the area surround the eye was wet and tissue on the 
bottom of his eye lid was swollen with an abnormal section of cream tissue. 

- a Yorkshire Terrier (#35) had complete hair loss in sections across her neck, shoulders and back. Her skin was 
dry and flaky. 

- a Yorkshire Terrier (#89) had eye issues and his right ear was filled with black wax. 

- a Yourshire Terrier (#78) had dental issues 

- a Papi II ion (#102) had hair stuck between her lower front teeth, dental issues, and an opening the size of a pencil 
eraser on the top of her left front foot. 

3.1(c)(3) Mousing Facilities, General. ...hard surfaces with which the animals come into contact must be spot-clean 
daily and sanitize once every two weeks 

You failed to spot clean daily and sanitize the indoor portion of the shelter housing Bulldogs and multiple dog 
doors. 

3.11(a) Cleaning of Primary Enclosures... .excreta and food waste must be removed from primary enclosures 
daily, and from under primary enclosures as often as necessary to prevent an excessive accumulation of feces and 
food waste 

You failed to remove an accumulation of feces from the outdoor portion of the sheltered building housing 
adult dogs.
